The President's hint that h? was 
thinking seriously of an associa- 
tion of nations, to convciui once 
a >">ar to decide world problems, 
brings us £:-.oe to f;ice. with an in- 
ternational honor system. 
A member of the House r.jtval 


comraif.ce today told me our ad- 
visory council had said that in or- 
der to enforce the decisions of the 
present 
conference thi'TO would 
have to he some group or bo:!y to 
watch nil nations. 
"Suppose the "United States de- 


cides not to fortify any 
of 
its 
island possessions west of Pear! 
Harbor, in Hawaii," said the ven- 
erable congressman, "and suppose 
the lar.J of the rising sun agreed 
to the same proposition 
on 
its 
mandated islands.

either we or they infringed upon 
this agreement and the intelligence 
department ~of fither 
nation

formed the cither o£ this breach 
of faith, what, could we do?

Guide," published in Now York in 
IS70, a copy of which is now in 'ho 
possession of G. \V. Kleinsehmidt, 
chief cook at the Iroquois cafe. Oak- 
land. 
The book is described as "contain- 


ing a full and authentic description 
of over 500 cities, towns, villages?, 
stations, government forts and camps, 
mountains, lakes, rivers, sulphur, 
soda and hot springs, scenery, water- 
ing places, summer resorts," and tell- 
ing "where to look for and hunt the 
buffalo, antelope, deer 
and 
other 


game; trout fishing, etc., etc. In fact, 
to tell you what is worth seeing, 
where to see it, where to go, how to 
go and whom to stop with while 
passing over the Union Pacific Rail- 
road, Central Pacific Railroad of Cal- 
ifornia, their branches and connec- 
tions by stage and water, from the 
Atlantic to the Pacific Oe.^an." 


OAKliAXU IS mCSCIUBKD. 
Oakland is described us follows in 


the book: 
"The terminus of the railroad, situ- 


ated on the east shore of the bay, 
and connected by ferry with San 
Francisco. Population, 7000. It has 
several fine schools, churches, acade- 
mies, and rwo newspapers. The Uni- 
versity of the Pacific is located six 
miles distant, in Berkeley, near the 


State Asvlum for the Deaf and purnb. 
The name of the city is significant 
of its surroundings, it being situated 
In the midst of a grove of.-evergreen 
oaks. One cannot determine the size 
of the city at a glance; he maist ram- 
ble around among, the oaks, orchards. 
parks and vineyards, which hide tho 
city under their green mantle. New 
views are to be met at every turn: 
now and attractive scenes will spring 
into view as your turn each corner 
of the wid<?, clean, shady streets. 


"Many of the merchant princes of 
San Francisco have 
their 
homes 


here, the mild climate, the absence 
from the noise and bustle of a large 
city and/the lovely scenery attracting 
them. The parks and drives .-ire the 
best in the valley, and ace largely 
patronized." 
Here is what- tho snide has to say 


about Alameda: 


"Population, about 1500. The. town 


is surrounded by beautiful groves of 
oaks, similar to those of Oakland, 
six (sic!) miles further. The Encinal 
and other fine parks have been laid 
out and. improved. It is a favorite re- 
sort of picnic parties from San Fran- 
cisco. It is connected with the latter 
place by ferry. 
"This county is not for its pecu- 


liarly rich and fertile soil. Carrots 
grow three feet long, chexries three 
inches in circumference, pears weigh 
three pounds each, and in 1S67 a 
beet was raised which weighed 200 


pounds. 
In Livermore- vaJtley 
are- 


some of the; finest fields of grain in 
tho State, the -yield from a single 
acre often being SO bushels. In this 
county are fine quarries of granite 
and limestone, suitable for building; 
purposes. Most of- the brownstone 
used in San Francisco Is obtained 
here," 


San Francisco, according: to the 


guide, had a population of 150,000. 
San Iveandro had 600 inhabitants »t 
that time, while Lorenzo is described 
as "only a flag station." The popu- 
lation of Santa Clara at that time was 
3000. while that of Santa OUK was 
3500. 


WOMHN ON arCRlES. 
That women juries are by no mea.ns 
a modern institution is shown by this 
extract from a passage devoted io the 
city of Laramie. 'Wyoming: 
"Laramie was the first place in 


America, or the world, even, where 
a female jury was impaneled. 
Their 
first case was that of a Western des- 
perado, and there was no flinching 
from duty on the part of the 'weaker 
sex.' Before.bringing in their verdict 
they invoked the divine guidance— 
while their nurses calmed the, rising- 
generation by singing: 
'• 'Nice little baby, don't get in "a fury, 
'Cause mamma's gone io sit on the 
jury.' 


Suggestive of that pioneer period 


is a brief description of the town of 
Willow Island, in Nebraska: 
"Here may be seen a few board

minds one of the savage, against 
whom these precautions were taken 
• 


MANY'RTJ»E'FORTS,

"From.here up the river thetrav- • 
eler will doubtless observe many of 


the rude forts along- the roadside as 
•well as at the stations. The deserted 
ranches to be met with along: the 
"old 
emigrant road," on the south 
side of tho river, are fortified in the 
same manner. The fort was goner- 
ally built of logs, covered on top and 
walled on the side in the manner de- 
scribed. They are pierced with loop- 
holes on all sides, and afforded a 
safe protection against the Indians. 
They g-enerally sf.ood -about 50 yards 
from the dwelling, from which an 
undereround passage led to the fort. 
When attacked, they retreated to 
to their 
fortification, 
and 
there 
fought it out on that line." 


WOODCUT 
There are numerous woodcut il- 
lustrations In the book. One of these 
is a portrait 
of Leland Stanford. 
then president of the Central Pacific 
railroad of California: 
Among the 
scenes depicted in tho illustrations is 
a bird's-eye view of the plains, from 
the crossing1 of Loup Fork river, 94 
miles west of Omaha. 


The book included a list of stations 


on the Pacific railroad, cities and 
towns, XJ. S. forts and camps, lakes, 
valleys, springs, railroads, routes of 
travel, rivers, creeks and descriptions 
of various landmarks and points of 
interest along the route.

Versailles to limit the occupation of 
the left bank of the Rhine to fifteen 
years if granted sufficient guarantees 
against German .aggression. 
These 


g-uararitees were contained 
In two 


special treaties with America and 
England—treaties not sa»*3lied by 
France, but offered by our alllea and 
associates in the war. 


Since- the treaties have not been 


ratified, these guarantees do not ex- 
ist. 
Therefore,-France has a sover- 


eign right to employ those guarantee* 
esastins in the treaty of Versailles, 
namely, the occupation of the left 
bank of the Rhine, beyond fifteen 
years. France also has those guar- 
antee? which .every free country has 
an inalienable right to ^utilize—the 
malnteenance of her military forces 
at a level" deemened necessary for her 
defense. 


Moreover, nobody at Washington 
has set himself aa a judge over 
France's security. 
When Secretary 


Hughes produced a naval program, 
he did not seek any one's, advice" con- 
cerning the -''.tonnage deemed neces- 
sary''and Indispensable to American 
security. Nobody has asked France 
to reduce her forces In the face Of a 
mcral and material .menace which 
resounds throughout 
the German 
press. 


XOT APOtOGETIC 


That is why many 
Frenchmen 


avould .havo preferred that Brland'B 
speech should have begun with this 
fact instead of seeming- to be a reply 
to a-'icontrary: assumption which no 
delegate had formulated -or insin- 
uated. 


In other words, the French people 


are not at all in an apologetic mood. 
They, have done nothing since 1919 In 
excess of their.-rights^—natural rights 
as ft=great poweif, as., well-as contrac- 
tural rights inscribed In the treatfr. 
Despite small co-operation obtained 
in disarming- Oermany, making her 
pay and preventing voluntary bank- 
truptcy through a wasteful govern- 
ment, tho French people, as Briand 
remarked, already have reduced the 
term of military service from three 
years to two and soon to eighteen 
months.

mitted, is a tangled one. 
It began 


when residenis found garages and 
bn.sine.ss houses encrowching on their 
vicinities. A zone was created around 
Lake Merrill for single family resi- 
dences. Then other zones were cre- 
ntPil. 
Then the laws were found too 


siringnt, or not stringent enough, and 
th.;> laws were changed. 


Meanwhile, owners of small resi- 


dence tracts applied for zones of 
their own 
One instsuice was in East 


Oakland, 
where 
residents 
wanted 


residences and business houses in- 
sistfd that it was and should be a j 
business district. 
From 
some 
zones apartments 


were excluded. 
From other zones 


flats were excluded. 
Receritly, it- 


was decided that a "bungalow apart- 
ment" type of building was accept- 
able in even the most hallowed zone. 
There were also objections voiced 
against this. 


GRAY AGATXST ZONES. 


As a whole, according to City At- 
torney Leon Gray, there is a neces- 
sity for these zones, but in one way 
zoning laws work an injustice be- 
cause they mean a monopoly for 
such business houses as were on tha 
ground before the zones were estab- 
lished. 
For instance, Gray points to 
a grocery store in th'e fashionable 
Lakeside district, now barred from 
commercialism. .That grocery store 
can have no competitors and serves 
whole blocks.of residences. 
The city council, wearied of trying 


to keep pace with the zoning appli- 
cations and 
the proposed zoning 


amendments, recently referred the 
whole business to the citsr planning- 
commission. 
The latter has brought 


in minor recommendations tending 
to straighten out the boundaries of 
zones, and one major recommenda- 
tion, which resulted in zoning the 
Oak Park tract 
"Gradually we are getting the 
thing systematized," say the sity offi- 
cials, "but it is a tough job." 


FOUR ZONES AT PRESENT. 
At present there.are four zones, 
though the city planning; commission 
has not finished its task of reorgan- 
izing 
them.

Baccus-Mattis map, they are as fol- 
lows :

DEBT CANCELLATION. 


Officially England has never asked fur i'.ie 


cancellation of 1ho war loan?, is the daiui which 
English officialdom 
makes. 
Perhaps this is 


technically true; so far as any official disclosuies 
ai'e concerned it is 1me. But there is ranch talk 
in circles very near 1o an official status about 
debi cancellation. Mr. Herbert H. Asquith, for- 
mer prime minister and now a member of par- 
liament, urged only two days ago that all war 
loans be cancelled. Another member of parlia- 
ment during the last week gave utterance to a 
fannliar phrar^e about (he world's financial sal- 
vation depending upon the United States. 


Now, there can be no doubt that a considerable 


section of British political and business leaders 
have keen relish for the idea of 'debt cancellation. 
Tf. they are not open in their avowal of the idea 
it is merely because they do not think the idea 
would be advanced thereby: they ha\e no moral 
compunction or conscientious scruples against 
cancellation. 


But .it would serve these leaders and their 


country "much, more advantageously if they would 
dfop sjlch, thoughts and calculations out of their 
schemes'.3Congress did not reach final enactment 
ol the >war> loan 'Besettlement bill at the last 
session,'biit •when that law is finally passed it 
•vull^ contain a provision that the government 
must-insist upon the collection in full of ibe war 
loans, principal and interest. This will definitely 
remove'the United States from any scheme of. 
deM cancellation. 


is-time'to stop all this silly talk about for- 


giveness of war debts. Europe and Great Britain 
should get to work on the payment of their 
obligations. and show the world the idea has 
been abandoned. 
Until • America became its 


creditoi-.'°Etiropeliad been an implacable advocate 
of 'financial integi'ily, the integrity of one's 
financial obligations. Her statesmen and finan- 
ciers have preached 1his idea in season and out 
of season. 


Only weaklings and adroit schemers would 


venture to change the tune merely because the 
credit balance is on the other side of the Atlantic. 
Of weaklings there arc many, Mr. Asquith being 
a fair example. There may be many schemers 
among the business and financial leaders of 
Europe nnd England, but they are happily not 
making as much noise as the weaklings among 
the politicians and statesmen.

The said article was on 
Philipr-ine problems, In which every 
loyal Filipino is, bound to take t-cen 
interest and precaution. 


Two important points Mr. Pov.-ell 


had submitted for consideration by 
both Americans and Filipinos. 
"First, how would the granting of 


independence 
to 
the 
Philippines 


affect our own constantly increasing 
interests in the Far East? And, 
second, would independence be best 
for Filipino,"'" 


The concessional independence to 


the Philippines will no doubt result 
n harmony and cooperation between 
Americans and Filipinos, and there- 
fore, the expanding commercial in- 
terests of American business men in 
the Orient A, 111 be greatly facilitated. 
But, the acquisition of our promised 
Independence is prerequisite to the 
establishment of that relation. For 
friendly relations can be established 
only by two or more free peoples. 


The second question is somewhat 


analagom and equivocal. It may 
mean statehood, which the Filipinos 
will never accept because* of their 
geographical situation, rffce and so- 
cial difference. It may mean terri- 
torial form of government, which Is 
an antithesis of our independence

"albuminuria*' 
means 


simply albumin In the urine. It is 
not a disease, it is merely a symp- 
tom.

Eggs, cheese, beef and 
similar articles are among these. 
The albumin may appear In the 
urine immediately after taking the 
offending food.

•of a crack regiment of militia as its colonel, how- 
he wore a cocked hat and posed as the ''admit al" 
of a line of steamers, how he bought theateis and 
established "theatrical companies and became the 
proprietor of a swell hotel. 
And he got away 


with it—all except his affair -with Josie Man1: 
field. Another, one Edwin Stokes, fell for her 
wiles, quarreled with Fisk over^them, and within 
a few days of fifty years ago—on- the 
.">th of 


January. 1ST2—shot him dead in his own palatial 
hotel. -The parallel between Josie Mansfield and 
Evelyn Xesbit ends here. 
Evelyn .sought to 


capitalize her notoriety. 
Josie-withdrew from 


the "world and lost herself in Europe. Subsequent 
references to her were very few, and they soon 
ceased altogether. It never became general knowl- 
edge that some twenty years later, in Paris, she 
married Robert Livingstone Bead, society and 
clubman of Xew York residing abroad, from 
whom she was divorced four years later, or that 
about tho year 1910, bent and white, she returned 
to America and went to live with her sister in 
Philadelphia; and it is not known, even by the 


few, 
when she died, though it is certain that she

Better Work Urged by Engineer 


Improvements to Cut Repair Cost 


By Ii I HtWJtJS, 


T»epiity Chief Eagtoecr of the trnlt<~1 
States Bureau of Fublic Roads. 


This country is facing next year 


a half-billion dollar highway con- 
struction program. It has spent ap- 
proximately three and-a half billion 
dollars within 15 years for new.high- 
ways. By the end of another season 
there will be operating on our public 
roads ten million motor 
vehicles. 
These machines represent an invest- 
ment of .at least eight billion, dollars; 
They are depreciating annually 
It 
is probable that this depreciation is 
greater 
than all the construction 


mone> now in Sight 
It is therefore 
obvious that we must seek the cause 
of this large depreciation and check 
itj even, at considerable cost. 
.Without Question a great, fraction, 


of the total annual depreciatipn of 
motor vehicles is due to defective 
roads', mostly unimproved roads. "We 
;are forced then to continue construc- 
tion with great rapidity and to im- 
prove on' its standard. 
The public 
-which votes bonds must be protected 
from the loss of" the bond investment 
in roads by road failures before the 
oonds are paid 
This will :be done by shortening 
the term of bonds and lengthening 
the .life of the road. 
At. the same 
time ' we must -reduce .maintenance 
costs. 
We at present liave only an ap- 
proximate cost analysis of motor ve- 
hicle operation 
Certainly it will be 
desirable in any case to out the cost 
by improving roads and avoiding ex- 
tensive repair operations 
Now for 
the past two decades the demands 
of the public for new construction 


have, been so insistent that, highway. 
engineers have scarcely been able to 
keep abreast with the program laid 
down by public -officials. 
It takes a; long- time to find out 


from actual service on a highway 
the ultimate/behavior of the type or 
construction .used. 
For all these 
reasons there has been ah increasing 
tendency in. recent years to anvestl- 
gate the service of various types . of 
road pavement bv experimental con- 
struction and forced'service tests. 
The test highway construction at 
Pittsburg through the enterprise of 
the Columb'a Steel Company and 
under the ausoices of the associa- 
tion of engineeis> for research per- 
taining to conciete roads is a notable 
example of progie^sive action There, 
nevei has been under actual traffic 
as extensive an experimental section 
of hiKhwav a.s die one in question 
The results of research 'of this sort 
are not always immediately appar- 
ent 
Painstaking records of the ob- 
servations at Pittsburg during the 
season of 1&21 will repa> examina- 
tion for many a month to come 
If 
only one single useful fact develops 
from this experiment "within the 
next five jeats it will have repaid 
manifold it's co'-t, but already it has 
served the purpose of a*semblmg 
from all parts of the state highway 
engineers from counties and munici- 
palities and thus served as a clear- 
ing-house for ideas on modern roads.

millwright from Now Jersey, working

The torch of the demon quickly ig- 


nited the world. The gold rush be- 
came an epoch in history. Like all 
discoverers Marshall was at first 
called "crazy," he was so impatient 


i for confirmation of his joyous tid- 
: Ings. Captain Sutler begged him to 
, wait a 
little before divulging his 
| secret. In Sutler's words: 


"The next morning we went to the 
tail-race of the mill, through which 
the water was running during the 
mcht, to clean out the gravel which 
had been made loose, for the pur- 
pose of widening the race. After the 
i\.Uer was out we went in and 
searched for gold. 
This was done 
every morning Small pieces of gold 
could be seen remaining on the bot- 
tom of tho clean washed bed of rock. 
I wont into the race and picked up 
several pieces; several of'the labor- 
ers gave me some which they had 
picked up, and from Marshall I re- 
ceived a part. I have had a heavy 
i ing made of this gold, and my fam- 
ilj's coat of arms engraved on the 
outside and on the inside is engraved: 
'The first gold discovered in Jan- 
uary, 1S43.' " 


MARSHALL'S OWN WORDS. 
Marshall himself said: "While we 


were in the habit at night of turning 
the water through the tail race, I 
used to go down in the morning to 
sec what had been dons by the water 
through the night, and about half- 
past seven o'clock, on or about the 
19th of January—I am not quite cer- 
tain to a day, but it was between tho 
18th 
and 20th of that month— 


1S48, I went down as usual, and after 
shutting off the water from the race 
I stepped into it, near the lower end, 
and there, upon the rock six inches 
beneath the surface of the water, I 
DISCOVERED GOLD—bright yellow

THE liOXG-TOM. 


As knowledge of depth grew a 


little and united effort replaced indi- 
vidual effort, the long-torn, an oblong 
box about twelve feet in length, 
opened at the end, came into use. 
When the miners were compelled to 
leave the ravines and take to deeper 
diggings, ground-sluicing was intro- 
duced. By this process the surface 
soil loosened up or thrown into a 
trench 
cut m the bedrock was 


washed away by a stream of water, 
leaving only the heavy gravel at the 
bottom to be shoveled into 
the 
sluices. 


This was universal in 1851 and 


1852, and in all placer mining is the 
most essential contrivance for saving 
gold. 
On the bottom of the sluice, 
which is simply a board flume, are 
ntted blocks of wood, rounded stones, 
or. rimes, with quicksilver to catch 
and detain the gold, while the earth 
and gravel are carried down by the 
current, 


BEDROCK. 


Underlying all the ridges and hills 


and gulches and ravines in California 
is bedrock, which varies from gran- 
ite, 
gneiss, 
greenstone 
to shale. 


Minute quartz veins lie parallel an 
the granite often for hundreds of 
feet.This bedrock is reached by sink- 
ing shafts or running tunnels 
The 


former is like digging a well, perpen- 
dicular, but if a strata of pay dirt is 
reached before bedrock a drift is cut 
to right or left and stopmg is begun. 


At first only a windlass and bucket 


•were used, but as works became more 
extensive tunnels were opened for 
two reasons—in order to tap the vein 
and as a means of exit should an ac- 
cident occur in the main shaft, as 
once in the Princeton mine in Mari- 
posa county, when the hoist took fire 
and the superintendent, Charles C. 
Derby, stood at the opening of an al- 
most unused old tunnel, noting each 
of the hundred men as they filed out. 
But for this tunnel death was inev- 
itable.

First California Mints 


The first mint in tho southern 


mines, if not in California, was at 
Mount Ophir in Mariposa county. 
Records concerning this seem miss- 
ing, but at the old-timers knew of 
its existence and of carrying bags of 
gold dust there to be coined into oc- 
tagonal slugs of fifty dollar value. It 
is also claimed that the first mint 
was at Benicia, which was some dis- 
tance even from the northern mines, 
although convenient to San Fran- 
cisco, whither miners often went as 
soon as success crowned their efforts. 


Moffatt & Co. in San Francisco
